Chapel literally stopped us in 
our tracks. I can only describe 
it as a miniature cathedral, with 
flying buttresses and an awe- 
someness of such magnitude 
that it left us speechless. 
McGibbon and Ross, in their 
work Domestic Architecture of 
Scotland, describe the Chapel 
as being in some respects the 
most remarkable piece of ar- 
chitecture in Scotland. The de- 
coration alone sets it apart. 
None of the smooth fluted col- 
umns of the great Gothic 
cathedrals of Europe here. Ev- 
ery inch of these columns is 
covered with magnificent carv- 
ings. Here is blended all the 
beliefs of the Celtic Christians, 
Coptic and Sufi - the traditional 


“apparent” foes of the 
Templars. 
The building, started in 1446 


by the Grand Prior of the 
Templar Order, Sir William de 
Sinclair, took approximately 
40 years to complete. De Sinc- 


_ lair exerted absolute and com- 


plete power over all aspects of 
construction, design and art 
work. The designs were. first 
drawn up on “Eastland 


- Boards,” and carved in wood: 


before being translated into 
stone. 

Two carvings are of particu- 
lar interest to American Scots. 
It is important to remember that 
the building was completed in 
1486, and yet one of these 
carvings depicts Indian corn 
and the other depicts aleo cac- 
tus, neither of which is native 
to Britain. There is little doubt 
that these carvings stem from a 
joumey undertaken by Prince 
Henry, under the guidance of 
Antonio Zeno of Venice to the 
New World. Records show 
that an expedition of twelve 
ships funded by the Templars 
landed in Nova Scotia, win- 
tered there and later explored 
the eastern seaboard of what is 
now the USA. Prince Henry 
was murdered shortly after his 
return to the Orkneys in 1400. 
Ear} William, to commemorate 
his ancestor’s epic journey, had

Did Columbus know about Prince Henry? We think so!

There are three reasons to 
conclude that before Columbus 
set sail for America in 1492, he 
was well aware of the explora- 
tion achievements of a Scots- 
man by the name of Sinclair.

stone masons carve representa- 
tions of the strange plants 
brought back from America. 

This strange and exotic 
building filled me with a feel- 
ing of exhilaration and wonder. 
Feelings that were heightened 
as we descended into the crypt 
by an extremely worn set of 
stairs. The dating of the crypt 
is not precise, but it is known 
that it was used as a workshop 

‘during the construction of the 
main chapel. We found two 
gravestones against the north 
wall of the crypt; one, a temp- 
lar’s stone of the 13th century 
and the other, a seventeenth 
century guild stone with “King 
of Terrors” carved into it. A 
small alter at the east end of the 
crypt supports the “engrailed 
cross” of the Sinclair family, a 
motif that is repeated through- 
out the Chapel. The design 
was fashioned to display the 
“Cross Pattee” of the templars 
at each intersection of the en- 
grailed cross. 

The Chapel brings to life a 
sense of the power and wealth 
of the Templars during the 15th 
century.

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In my library I have a book written by John Monipennie entitled 
The Abridgement or Summarie of the Scottish Chronicles. It was 
published in 1612. The book presents a short description of origin 
of the ehronicles from the coming of Gathelus, their progenitor, 
out of Graecia into Egypt, and of their kings and governors in 
Spaine, Ireland and Albion, with a true chronologie of all the kings 
lineally descended from Fergusius, the first King of Scotland, until 
his sacred Majestie, James, happily reigning over all Great Bri- 
taine, Ireland and all the Isles to tem appertaining. 

The author identifies the time eras in an unusual manner: Simon 
Brek, a descendant of the most ancient King Metellius sailed from 
Spaine to become King of Ireland where he was solemnly received 
and crowned in the charge of marble, which he brought out of 
Spaine, esteemed as a most rich jewell in those days: from the be- 
ginning of the world 3314; from the flood of Noah 1658; from the 
building of Rome 102; before the birth of Christ 651. (We can as- 
sume he was crowned about 651 BC.) 

Further on in the book it tells of the Scottish King Alexander III 
succeeding his father in the year of the world 5219; in the year of 
Christ 1249 AD; after the reign 1579. In time, Alexander III de- 
stroyed King Acho (Hcho)’s invading fleet from Norway. Peace 
was finalized with the pledge of Alexander III’s one year old 
daughter in marriage to the sonne of Magnue (who renounced all 
title to the isles).

was extremely rich in sugar and 
entrees were commonly topped 
with a mixture of a half a 
pound of sugar and a saucer of 
rosewater. Cakes, preserves, 
jellies and candies were all fa- 
vorite foods. 

The people of Scotland dur- 
ing the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries had little knowledge 
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of dental care. In Shakes- 
peare’s Romeo and Juliet, Mer- 
cutio says that the ladies lips 
are plagued with blisters “be- 
cause their breaths with sweet- 
meats tainted are.” 

James IV, who ruled Scot- 
land from 1488 to 1513, was 
interested in dental medicine. 
In 1503, the King called a bar- 
ber to extract one of his teeth 
and learned his procedure. 

Thereafter, the King offered 
dental care to his servants by 
extracting teeth and cauterizing 
aching ones. A note in the 
royal archives indicates the 
King paid two shillings for “an 
iron to burn sore teeth.” — 

James IV was a foresighted 
monarch, for he was responsi- 
ble for the incorporation of the 
barbers and surgeons of Edin- 
burgh. He granted them his 
Royal Charter in 1506, thirty- 
four years before Henry VIII 
took a similar step in England. 

During the 1500s, our ances- 
tors placed little emphasis on 
personal cleanliness. Queen 
Elizabeth herself is reported to 
taken a bath once a month, 
“whether she required it or 


not.” Soap had to be imported, 


was in short supply and very 
expensive. Nevertheless, the 
need for cleansing the mouth 
was frequently stressed in writ- 
ings for the times. 

The toothbrush was’ not in 
common use, but using a tooth- 
pick was fashionable among 
the gentry, who imported them 
from France. At one time, 
James IV of Scotland pur- 
chased two gold toothpicks 
with a chain. The custom was 
to wear the picks suspended ar- 
ound the neck. As one Scottish 
writer on etiquette in 1577 
advised: 

Pick not thy teeth 

with thy knife 
Nor with thy fyngers ende, 
But take a stick, 
or some cleane thynge, 
Then doe you not offende.

YAHRZEIT/YORTZEIT = the anniversary of someone’s death; one can often find information from Yahr- 
zeit records in synagogues, including the name of the deceased’s father (and sometimes mother), and who gave 
the information (usually a child) as well as where the person is buried. 

GEOGRAPHICAL 
SHTETL = generally means a small village, but some shtetlach (plural) were not so small; they were more 
like cities and towns, and had yeshivas (rabbinical college or seminary; in the US, a secondary Hebrew school) 
and other centers of Jewish learning. To find yours, consult Chester Cohen’s Shtetl Finder or Where Once We 
Walked by Mokotoff and Sack. Remember to be flexible with the spelling of the town and realize the town may 
have changed names. Always look at a gazetteer or map of the year you are researching - boundaries change 
with political regimes. 

PALE OF SETTLEMENT = area to which Jews were confined after the three partitions of Poland between 
Russia, Austria and Prussia in 1771, 1793 and 1795. Catherine II, who hated all non-Christians, and especially 
the Jews, found herself with a large Polish Jewish population, and restricted them to the “Pale” (which means a 
boundary). This area was mostly the Baltic States and the Ukraine, and a portion of what had been Poland. 

LANDSLEIT = persons from the same area of Europe; they would form Landsmanshaftn groups. LANDS- 
MAN is singular. 

KZ = Koncentrationslager (concentration camp). 

LITVAK - usually someone from Lithuania. They have a SIG. 

GALIZIANER = Galician Jews from Austria-Hungary, some parts of Poland. Galizianers have a distinct way 
of pronouncing Yiddish and Hebrew. They have a SIG. 

JECKES or YEKKE = A colloquial (sometimes derogatory) term for German Jews among Jews - only a 
German Jew would be allowed to call another German Jew that with impunity!; comes from formal attire that 
the German $5 used to wear i.e., suits with well-fitting “jackets” and the name suggests “Teutonic,” “pedan- 
tic,” or “rigid.” 

SEPHARDIC - Jews from Portugal, Spain and southern France, also from North Africa and Turkey. They pro- 
nounce Hebrew as in ancient days (Israel has adopted the Sephardic pronunciation); their version of Yiddish is La- 
dino: Hebrew mixed with Spanish; as in old Spanish, Ladino uses anf or g instead of the h h (fablar instead of hab- 
lar); often omits the h at the beginning of a word (ermano instead of hermano); replaces n with m (muestros for 
nuestros); uses s instead of z and c; and never uses a double r; changes the double // of Spanish to a y (caballero be- 
comes cabayero). 

ASHKENAZIC - since the 16th century, the name applied to the Jews of central and eastern Europe - ancestors 
of the vast majority of Jews in the US; they moved from northern France to Germanic cities along the Rhine, then to 
central and eastern Europe, where they found settlements of Jews who had emigrated, long before from Babylon 
and Palestine. Y/DDISH is an Ashkenazic invention; a mixture of Hebrew, German and Slavic languages and, in 
America, a “bissel” English (called by Leo Rosten “Yinglish’”). 

PEOPLE 

REB - Frequently found before a man’s name; it simply means “Mr.” and should not be confused with Rabbi; 
sometimes found on tombstones. 

REBBE - teacher, learned man, also Chassidic term for Rabbi; most often one with “‘smichah” (ordination) from 
a yeshiva or religious school. 

DAYAN, DAYEN - rabbinic judge; every dayan was a rabbi, but not every rabbi was a dayan.

The CDC warns that a 
HIGHLY contagious form of 
rabies has been discovered in 
coyotes that could spread to hu- 
man populations. If it spreads 
to humans, the CDC warns it 
could cause an epidemic that 
could be the worst in 50 years. 

The virulent rabies is en- 
demic in the coyote population 
in 17 Texas counties.

Sevenmen-Selectmen? 

The terms, “The Town 
Fathers” or “City Council” 
have a familiar sound. To a ge- 
nealogist, the world “select- 
man” surfaces with our ances- 
tors who landed on New Eng- 
land shores in the mid 1600s. 

The highest office in the 
municipality was the commit- 
tee called “The Sevenmen.” 
Probably, suggested by the 


scriptures: “Wisdom has hewn 
out her seven. pillars.” Thus, 
seven men could render with 
reason, be protectors of a 
community. 

They, the Sevenmen, later 
became “Selectmen.” In town. 
mectings they were entrusted 
with concerns of church and 
town and managed them. 

In 1638, one town, Ipswich, 
Massachusetts, expanded their 


group to Eleven Men. By 
1794, town government was to 
see a change. One man was 
selected from sections of the 
area. By 1798 it was voted to 
have “five” and pay them a sal- 
ary of $19. Fifteen men were 
chosen and all declined to

An ancestor chart that 
not only traces the generations 
through bloodlines, but takes 
time to record causes of death, 
inherited diseases and other 
genetic problems and birth de- | 
fects. A’ new science called. 


Genetic Counseling is helping 


couples to recognize problems 
before their children are con- 
ceived or born and, in many 
cases, correct defects before 
birth. Or, in the case of termi- 
nal diseases, a couple may de- 
cide to forego continuing the 
line by not conceiving children | 
or aborting fetuses. 

Genetic engineering, which 
includes identifying the trou- 
bling gene and changing it, is a .

Kentucky birth certificates 
have a new look. Two hears 
ago the Bureau of Vital Statis- 
tics in the Kentucky Cabinet 
for Human Resources began 
entering all new birth certifi- 
calcs into a computer file. 
They are adding all birth certi- 
ficates less than 65 years old 
working backwards from the 
present. As of May 1995, birth 
certificates since 1985 have 
been entered. 

Now when you request a 
copy of a birth certificate you 
will only receive a computer 
printout containing county of 
birth, child’s name, date of 
birth, sex, parent’s names and 
ages, date filed. Old certifi- 
catcs had more facts. Registra- 
tion began in 1911.

Hello! Greetings to you from Indian Territory! 

When asked to write a regular column for Native American re- 
searchers, my first thought was, “Where shall I begin...again?” 

In January of 1984, I began writing articles for the quarterly pu- 
blication of American Family Records, headquartered in the Kan- 
sas City area. I continued through part of 1990. At this time, I was 
so busy publishing and traveling that I gave it up. These articles 
are in booklet form and a copy has been given to the Odom Ge- 
nealogy Library. 

Since 1990, I have learned a lot more about Indian research and 
continue to learn. I will be happy to share the results with you. 

Let me introduce myself. I am happy to tell you that I am 5th 
generation Cherokee living on native land in what is today the 
State of Oklahoma. 

In 1986 I was widowed after 40 years of marriage, mother of 
two, grandmother of four, and now great-grandmother of a little 
boy going on two years, who is “the apple of my eye.” I saw a 
bumper sticker recently that said, “A baby is God’s way of saying 
the world should go on.” I hope my precious “little one” can say of 
me someday, “She was my ancestor.” 

The railroad industry kept me employed in the business world 
for 25 years. I worked with my children through their growing up 
years as Cub Scout Den Mother, Camp Fire Girls Leader, PTA, 
taught various ages of children in Sunday School, etc. But I still 
managed to get in “a few good licks” with genealogy. I was fortu- 
nate in having all four of my grandparents until I was past 40. Ge- 
nealogy has been my hobby since my son was born in 1950 and his 
baby book had a centerfold fan shaped pedigree chart. This started 
me on a lifetime journey of research. 

Oklahoma occupies land acquired from France in 1803 by the 
Louisiana Purchase. Sixty-eight tribes have called it home since 
1800. The Osages and three other native tribes were living in the 
area at the time of the Indian Removal ending in 1839. A Guide to 
the Indian Tribes of Oklahoma by Muriel H. Wright is for sale in 
my catalog of books, and a very good book to study. 

Oklahoma became a state in 1907. During the 1800s, many re- 
cords were created in what was called Indian Territory. The In- 
dians were not citizens of the US. They were citizens of an Indian 
Nation holding tribal citizenship. Partly because of this, the US 
government attempted to keep track of their affairs, thereby creat- 
ing many rolls and records of all kinds. Each tribe had their own 
constitution and took care of their own affairs. 

My goal in writing this column will be to acquaint you with the 
records that have survived, and where they are located today. 

_ My knowledge and experience has been in the records of the 
CKLAHOMA Indians. If you are not sure of where the tribe of 
your own ancestors was located, check your local library for an en-

Ever heard of the 
HETRINA?” 

HETRINA is one of the 
stranger acronyms that one 
finds in the search for German 
ancestors. The term stands for 
Hessische Truppen im ameri- 
kanischen Unabhangigkeits- 
krieg or Hessian troops in the 
American Revolution. 

Not many researchers will 

be drawn to this register of 
Germans who served in the 
American Revolution unless 
there is reason to think an 
ancestor could have been a 
Hessian soldier. 
- The information contained 
on the microfilmed records 
may contain helpful informa- 
tion even if your ancestor was 
not a Hessian soldier. 

The information on the re- 
cords is based on “the German 
mercenary troops who served 
in North America from 1776 to 
1784 on the basis of subsidiza- 
tion treaties between various 
German noblemen and _ the 
British crown.” The largest 
contingent of troops - 15 infan- 
try regiments, four grenadier 
battalions, one courier corps, 
one artillery corps, totally ab- 
out 15,000 men - was from 
Hessen-Kassel.. The majority 
of the troops arrived in August 
1776. They were involved in 
battles in battles between 1776 
and 1783. Many of the troops 
who survived were returned to 
their homelands in 1783.

Had 
I not given my word to do so, 
or got sO many encourage- 
ments as I have had, I should 
have been obliged in honor and 
for my own reputation, to have 
flung myself into the arms of 
my friends, and die with them. 
I cannot but mention a parable 
here which is: a horse that is to 
be sold, if spurred does not skip 
or show some signs of life, no- 
body would care to have him 
for nothing; just so my friends 
would care very little to have 
me if after such usage, which 
all the world is sensible of. I 
should not show that I have life 
in me. Your majesty cannot 
disapprove a son’s following 
the example of his father. You 
yourself did the like in the year 
1715; but the circumstances 
now are indeed very different, 
there being a certainty of suc- 
‘ceeding’ the particulars -of 
which would be too long to ex- 
plain, and even’ ‘impossible to 
convince you by writing, which

any such thing was brewing. 
CHARLES 
Charles arrived in Scotland 
only to find out that the bor- 
towed frigate was badly da- 
maged at sea and had to return 
to France along with his 700 
strong volunteer forces and all 
of his ammunition and sup- 
plies. This devastating news 
was relayed to Charles when he 
set foot on Scottish soil and 
was met by Donald Cameron of 
Lochiel.

Lochiel was won over and 
took his place at the right hand 


of Charles Edward Stuart and 
he and Bonnie Prince Charlie 
.Taised the standard at Glenfin- 
nan on August 19, 1845 and 
heralded throughout the land 
that “The °45 rebellion was 
under way.” 

Scots throughout the world 
can look back and admire the 
efforts of this young man, who 
at the age of only 25 took it 
upon himself to fight the fight 
of Scottish independence 
against King George II.

The Portuguese Heritage 
Society of San Jose is adding a 
building to the San Jose His- 
toric Museum to honor descen- 
dants of Portuguese immi- 
grants.

Michigan adoption laws 
have changed this year 


On January 1, 1995, a new 
law went into effect in Michi- 
gan authorizing “direct consent 
adoptions,” whereby the birth 
parents, not the adoption 
agency, can select the adoptive 
parents. The law permits a 
birth parent or adoptee to peti- 
tion the county probate court if 
they wish to make contact. An 
intermediary will search the of- 
ficial record, contact. the birth 
family members involved and 
inquire if they are willing to 
mect. This Uniform Adoption 
Act is designed to keep records 
sealed for 99 years.
